On  August  5,  the  Gold  King  Mine  released  n-au;  xoiii  was  held  above  the  mine  tuimel,  spilling  about  3 

million  gallons  of  mine  waste  into  Cement  Creek  a tributary  of  the  Animas  River,  Even  though  the 

majority  of  the  mine  water  from  the  event  has  passed,  both  KPA  and  the  Colorado  Department  of 

Public  Health.. -and  Environment  continue  to  monitorthe''.sit.uatioii  by  sampling  water  and  sediment  to 

determine  the  long  term  course  action.
